Goes to England 


We are seldom justified in com- 
laining about the weather hi the 
Covina valley, but the Argus is forc- 
ed to record a gentle protest against 
he humidity and excessively high 
emp&ratures which prevailed thru- 
ut Saturday, Sunday and Monday 
ast. 


Saturday, in the shade, a temper- 


ature hovering around 100 degrees 
jrevailed all day: Toward evening 
he heavens • were darkened with 
leavy, threatening clouds, but no 
rain fell in this district to relieve the 
'ppressive heat. Saturday night the 
minimum temperature was 82 de- 
rees, with an excessive humidity, 
jreaking the record for this section 
of the state for many years. 


Sunday afternoon, copious rains 


:ell at San Dimas and in the hills 
south of Covina. Early Monday 
morning heavy showers fell at Bald- 
win Park, but in the Covina district 
jroper only a trace of rain was re- 
corded. 


The extreme heat spell broke on 


Monday night, seasonable tempera- 
tures prevailing during the rest of 
the week, but on account of the 
tiigh humidity considerable discom- 
fort has been felt. 


Some damage has been reported to 


fhe walnut crop due to high temper- 
atures, and spraying of the orange 


j now at the height of the sea- 
ipvhetbmlly stood at a standstill 


for several days. 


Commitments of the Bank of 


Cooperatives under the farm 
credit administration's eleventh 
district, of which California is 
a part, for nearly three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars have 
been accepted by three mutual 
water companies in the citrus 
districts of southern California. 


In making this announcement this 


week, President E. A. Stokdyk of 
the bank said that, together with a 
prior commitment, these loans to 
mutual companies authorized by re- 
cent act of congress have totaled 
over $800,000 within a month. 


Commitments by the bank which 


were accepted were the Azusa Irri- 
gating company, for $220,000, re- 
funding 
the 
company's 
present 


bonded indebtedness, incurred for 
the construction of a domestic water 
system thruout the upper San Ga- 
briel valley; to the Duarte Irrigation 
company for $130,000; and to the San 
Antonio Water company of Upland 
for $332,000. 


In each instance, so President 


Stokdyk said, the loans were made 
for twenty years at 4 per cent and 
were negotiated for the purpose o) 
retiring the bonded indebtedness ol 
the several co-operative water com- 
panies. Over 1000 share-holders are 
represented by the three water com- 
panies concerned. 
According to the preadent of the 
Bank for Co-joperatives, net interest 
pavings ranging from '$47,000 to 
'$164,000,will be accomplished by the 
consummation of these loans. 


STORKS CLOSED MONDAY 


All the stores of Covina will 


be closed Monday, Labor day, 
witli a general exodus to the 
mountains and beaches ex- 
pected. Except for the gen- 
eral closing of-business in the 
city, there will be no observa- 
tion of the day in Covina. 


The first shipment of walnuts for 


he season of 1935 was moved by La 
Puente Valley Walnut Growers as- 
.ociation during the past week. The 
association received an order Mon- 
day for forty tons of nuts for export 
o the English market. The nuts, 
;athered green, were consigned to 
-iondon, being loaded on shipboard 
at Port Los Angeles. 


The.green nuts are in strong de- 


mand on the English market, where 
hey are used as an after-dinner 
delicacy. They are skinned before 
eating. 


Local growers are experiencing 


£ome difficulty in harvesting the 
green nuts, but the packinghouse 
management expects to complete this 
nitial shipment of forty tons by 
Monday next. 


J. C. Pearson, president of the as- 


sociation, in a statement yesterday 
ndicated that it probably would be 
September 10 before the regular nut 
larvest would commence. He re- 
ports some damage to the crop due 
;o the unseasonable weather during 
the past ten days. Growers, how- 
ever, are hoping for a cessation of 
;he present prevailing humidity, for 
in the event of a continuance there 
will be considerable loss due to the 
mildewing of the nuts. 


This season's walnut crop to date, 


in the Covina and Puente districts, 
is estimated as fully 15 per cent 
greater than last year, which was 
approximately 25,000 bags.

80, a former resident of Covina and 
well known to a circle of friends in 
the valley. 'Funeral services were 
conducted from St. Anthony's Cath- 
olic church Wednesday, with en- 
tombment in Calvary cemetery mau- 
soleum, Los Angeles. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, Anne E., and a 
nephew, Thomas McCarthy, of Hol- 
lywood. 
The deceased came to Covina about 
twenty-six years ago, purchasing a 
ten-acre grove, highly improved, on 
East Cypress avenue, one-quarter 
mile east of Grand avenue. He re- 
sided on this property until fourteen 
years ago, when he moved to Long 
Beach, where he has lived since. 
Mr. Powers took considerable inter- 
est in the development of his Covina 
holdings until his death.

County May Get 
Huge PWA Funds 
for Road Work 


. The willingness of Los Angeles 
county to furnish $710,000 toward 9 
huge program which will provide 
public work construction in 
this 


vicinity and thruout the county may 
oil the wheels of federal machinery 
and obtain $35,000,000 in federal 
fluids, county officials indicated yes- 
terday. 


William J. Fox, chief engineer of 


the county regional planning com- 
mission, is in Washington this week, 
presenting applications for Works 
Progress Administration funds. He 
talked by ' long distance telephone 
with members of the board of sup- 
ervisors Monday and was told by 
them that the county would be will- 
ing to furnish an additional $530,000 
as well as $180,000 which has already 
been set up, to secure the loan. 


The projects will probably include 


a road construction program and the 
erection of county buildings, exclu- 
sive of the proposed new courthouse. 
The $530,000 was added to the coun- 
ty's share when Fox notified the 
board that its contribution for the 
road program should be 55 per cent 
instead of 49 per cent. 


The county money for building 


roads will be taken from the gaso- 
line tax funds. Supervisor John R. 
Quinn pointed out that the county 
could well afford to furnish its share. 
Fox is arranging the county program 
to include sewer and storm drain 
projects under the new WPA and 
road building and buildings under 
PWA. 
Projects must be under $25,- 


000 to qualify for WPA. 


The board instructed Fox to re- 


main in Washington until govern- 
ment officials have taken action on 
the county's applications.

Unusual Weather— 


Nearly two inches of rain in August in the 


Riverside area, and heavy storms in the San 
Bernardino range have started all the old- 
time prognosticators to mumbling in their 
beards.

It is 
not too much to say that we are traveling 
rapidly toward that point when cotton and 
all commodities will depend almost solely on 
machines for production, and instead of cot- 
ton selling at a profit for five cents, it will not 
be possible to sell it at all.

Charity Agencies 
Protest Salvage 
by County 


Seven Los Angeles county com- 


munity chest agencies this week sub- 
mitted protests to the board of su- 
pervisors against.the proposal of the 
county rehabilitation department to 
extend the scope of its salvage ac- 
tivities. 


Each of the protesting organiza- 


tions is conducting .salvage opera- 
tions, giving work to hundreds of 
persons who otherwise would be 
without even this meagre employ- 
ment, according to the communica- 
tions. The protests were received 
from the Salvation Army, the Good- 
will Industries, Assistance League of 
Southern California, Community In- 
dustries, 
Volunteers 
of America, 


Children's Hospital society, and the 
Council Thrift shop. 


"We feel that for the county to 


enter the field of salvage activity 
will defeat the very purpose of the 
proposal, in that it will throw out 
of work many men and women now 
earning a livelihood thru some well- 
established community chest agen- 
cy," the letter from the Community 
Industries stated. 


The Salvation Army pointed out 


that it had been operating salvage 
projects for some thirty years in Los 
Angeles. Goodwill Industries pro- 
vides a livelihood for 425 persons, it 
was stated; The Volunteers of Amer- 
ica set forth that fifty persons were 
employed in their shops, while the 
Children's Hospital society has been 
operating a salvage department for 
sixteen years, according to another 
protest, which added that the profits 
were being used to provide hospi- 
talization to hundreds of sick chil- 
dren. 


Proposal of the rehabilitation de- 


partment, which is branching out, 
was to make a house-to-house can- 
vass for cast-off clothing and other 
articles that are usually turned over 
to the Salvation Army, Goodwill In- 
dustries or similar organizations. The 
supervisors are expected to act on 
the protests during the next week.

County Tax Rate 
to Be Held at Last 
Year's Level 


County Auditor H. A. Payne this 


week had on record a report reveal- 
ing that the tax base or assessed 
valuation of Los Angeles county, up- 
on which the new tax rate must be 
computed, totals $2,246,767,700. 


Although the preliminary budget 


for general county purposes amount- 
ed to $30,368,447 and would require 
a tax rate of $1.35 per $160 of as- 
sessed valuation, Herbert C. Legg, 
chairman of the board of supervisors, 
said that he believes the rate will be 
held to last year's figure of $1.20, 
or even less. 


He .gave three reasons for believ- 


ing the $1.35 rate could be reduced: 


1. During the budget hearings the 


board effected a $600,000 reduction in 
the preliminary budget by slashing 
department costs and a general re- 
duction in all departments is still 
anticipated. 


2. The revenue which will come to 


the county has been underestimated. 


3. A larger reserve fund than is 


necessary has been set up and prob- 
ably will be cut. 


In breaking down _th& assessed 


valuation of the county, Assessor Ed 
W. Hopkins found that land and im- 
provements are valued at $2,003,- 
758,295 and public utilities at $243,- 
009,405, making the total of $2,246,- 
767,700.

Need for Consistency— 


In insisting that all concerns furnishing ma- 


terial for public works projects conform to 
the requirements of the NRA as to price and 
quality, President Roosevelt seems to have 
stepped into a trap set by himself. 


Unless and until all firms meet these re- 


quirements, bids will be rejected. There is a 
huge amount of business rolling up for the 
capital goods industries because of the $4,- 
800,000,000 made available. There is no doubt 
but that material makers will conform to the 
government specifications in detail, and will- 
ingly, for it is recognized that NRA codes 
•will prevent much gouging, chiseling and 
competitive chaos. 


But the administration has already locked 


horns with union labor in the New York pub- 
lic works projects, precipitating what union 
labor calls a strike, and which the president 
terms a mere refusal to accept jobs at the 
wages designated. The president holds that 
the money is alloted with the purpose of 
making it go as far as it will is transferring 
workers from the relief rolls, and has set a 
wage scale far below that which pervails in 
private industry. 


Whatever merit there may be in the presi- 


dent's contention, he cannot be right in the 
instance of the material codes and right in 
the wage decision. He is violating the NRA 
wage codes on one hand, and insisting on 
stricl compliance on the other. 


This is not the age of consistency in gov- 


ernment, but of expediency. Much can be 
forgiven when governments are struggling 
with emergency problems. But in this case, 
the old team of capital and labor, always frac- 
tious when hitched together, are traveling in 
opposite directions, and it seems not to be 
the fault of either, but of the driver. 


President Roosevelt's talk on the radio to 


the young Democrats of America heralded 
as an important political pronunciamento, 
turns out to be just another of his idealistic 
speeches, packed with sentiment with which 
we can all agree, but vague and illusory. 


The president has earned a place as a bril- 


liant moralist, uttering those thoughts which 
arouse wishful thinking, naming our sins as 
a people and letting us know he is against 
those sins. But there is an awareness of those 
sins in the most of us. What we lack is a way 
to overcome them, and the president leaves 
this phase with scant attention. The most 
strenuous session of congress ever held in 
peace times has just closed, and the sum total 
of its legislation is of nebulous value, so far 
as the curing of economic ill health is con- 
cerned. 


The New Deal is filled with sweeping ges- 


tures, but its best friends have to admit that 
as the third year of this administration draws 
to a close, unemployment is alarmingly great- 
er, cost of living is higher, suffering more in- 
tense among the dependent. The administra- 
tion has spent or has had allocated to it eight 
billion dollars, most of it for relief in various 
forms, and the misery and bewilderment is 
growing. Twice eight billion dollars would 
not be begrudged if by its expenditure we 
could emerge from this industrial stalemate. 


But the president, ignoring these conditions 


in his address, devotee himself to idealisms 
that are indisputable, and to which we sub- 
scribe. This administration, urged on by 
bankrupt 
business 
organizations 
selfishly 


fearing a deserved business death, has pro- 
longed the panic by retarding liquidation, and 
no amount of idealistic sophistry on the radio 
can long conceal the truth. 


We can all admire President Roosevelt for 


sincere idealism, but we cannot continue al- 
ways to allow phrases to obscure facts. The 
country is deeper in economic quagmire than 
when the New Deal was born. Whether any 
government could have aided materially in 
recovery is doubtful, but it is certain that any 
responsible government could have refrained 
from retarding it. The best that can be said 
of New Deal policies so far is that they have 
been honest blunders. Honeyed words on the 
radio do not serve to sweeten the bitterness 
of millions of our people in whom hope has 
too long been deferred.

County officials were this week 


anxiously, awaiting a ruling of the 
state board of equalization on a re- 
quest presented in Sacramento Wed- 
nesday morning by Supervisor Roger 
Jessup asking that the flood control 
district be allowed to expend $2,- 
105,900 during the present fiscal year. 


This is an increase of more than 


five per cent over the budget of last 
year and by provision of the Riley- 
Stewart act, permission of the board 
of equalization must be obtained be- 
fore the county can spend this 
amount for maintenance, operation 
and capital outlay. If the flood con- 
trol district kept within the Riley- 
Stewart requirements it could spend 
only approximately $1,050,000. 


The state board allowed Los An- 


geles county an increase last year, 
making its final total expenditure 
amount to $2,121,900. Based on the 
figure in this year's flood control 
budget the tax rate for the flood 
control district will be 19 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation, the same 
as last year. 


An increase is needed in the 1935- 


36 budget to buy rights-of-way for 
the army engineers' $13,500,000 pro- 
gram. An item of $900,000 has been 
set up in the budget for this pur- 
pose. 


A ruling on the request of the 


county is expected before the first 
of the month, as the supervisors 
must adopt a final budget before that 
time. 


Because of the importance of the 


army engineers' flood control pro- 
gram in this county from a relief 
and flood-damage standpoint, the 
authorities feel confident that the 
state board will allow the increase.

County Relief Gases

Over to WPA 


Certification of seventy-five clients 


of the county relief administration 
residing in Covina has been virtual- 
ly completed, and their cases are 
ready to be turned over to the 
Works Progress administration, it 
was stated this week. 


The survey of relief clients in 


forty-four incorporated communities 
of the county by LACRA has been 
taken in preparation for the time 
when WPA will begin to operate 
work projects of various types. 


LACRA relief clients of this city 


who were on work projects and suf- 
fered a 15 per cent reduction in their 
monthly relief income will auto- 
matically be transferred by the 
California state employment service 
to WPA, which sxpects to get start- 
ed on about 160 projects sometime 
in September. 
Money Appropriated 
for Canyon Bridge 


The completion of an additional 


link towards the opening of a large 
recreational area in the Sierra Madre 
mountains of Los Angeles county 
was assured last week when the 
board of supervisors authorized the 
construction of a bridge on San Di- 
mas canyon road. 


An appropriation of $2250 from the 


county's special road improvement 
fund was granted the road commis- 
sioner to carry out this work. The 
bridge will be located on San Dimas 
canyon road at its junction with the 
west fork of San Dimas canyon. 


According to advice received from 


the office of Chairman H. C. Legg, 
the federal division of the forestry 
service will furnish all labor for the 
construction, of the bridge, the coun- 
ty supplying the necessary materials. 


Money for Home 
Economics Work 
Appropriated 


According to M. B. Rounds, farm 


advisor representing the University 
of California in Los Angeles county, 
the county board of supervisors has 
authorized an appropriation for the 
purpose of carrying on home eco- 
nomics work in Los Angeles county. 
While money is thus appropriated to 
the budget of the farm advisor, it 
is not known at the present time 
just when a home demonstration 
agent will be appointed to Los An- 
geles county to carry on this work. 
It is hoped that the appointment will 
be in the near future, as there is 
considerable need and demand for 
such an activity. 


This action on the part of the 


board of supervisors, making the ap- 
pointment of a home demonstration 
agent possible, is the culmination of 
an effort on the part of the women 
of the county for several years. For 
the past few years home demonstra- 
tion projects have been carried on 
in the county with the aid of a home 
demonstration agent at large, who 
came down here from Berkeley for 
that purpose. These projects were 
carried on by holding meetings tliru- 
out the county on such subjects as 
fruit and vegetable canning, dehy- 
dration of vegetables, bread making, 
and so forth, and the attendance at 
these meetings has shown the need 
for such a type of activity. 


In carrying on home demonstra- 


tion work in the county, problems 
of nutrition and other phases of 
work which confront the home will 
be handled. Work will also be con- 
ducted with the farm girls thru the 
4-H clubs carrying such projects as 
sewing, cooking, and home making.

Legg Hopes to Hold 
Tax Rate at Last 
Year's Figure 


County budget revisions this week 


will make possible a tax rate for 
his year no higher than that levied 
'or last year. 


This information was given out by 


Chairman Herbert C. Legg of the 
county supervisors, and who is de- 
termined to succeed in reducing this 
year's tax rate as compared with 
last year's. Legg stated that, con- 
trary to a widely spread opinion, the 
flood control rate would remain the 
same, despite the heavily increased 
work hi the flood control depart- 
ment. Legg further advised that the 
county library tax rate would be 
reduced from six cents to five cents 
per $100 of valuation. 
.. Although the charity burden to^be 
borne by the county has increased 
heavily, plus the administration and 
payment costs of the state old-age 
pension act as passed by the last 
legislature, the board has every hope 
that the rate will have been reduc- 
ed when the final budget is adopted. 


"The reduction of one cent in the 


county library tax will in no wise 
curtail the service now being ren- 
dered by that department," Legg 
stated. "The board was able to pare 
from its budget more than $45,000 
set up in a cash reserve fund by 
previous supervisors. 
No library 


employees are to be dismissed and 
all county libraries will be able to 
render exactly the same service as 
hi the past."

Medicinal Relief 
Costs to Be Paid 
by State 
. A survey of medical costs for un- 
employed relief cases Which are now 
being paid by the county department 
of charities, and which will be 
charged against the state treasury 
after September 15, was begun this 
week following the issuance of an 
order by Charities Superintendent 
Rex Thomson. 


In his order Thomson set forth 


that this is the second step in his 
program to afford complete protec- 
tion to Los Angeles county taxpay- 
ers "who have been more generous 
in helping to relieve distress than 
those in other sections of the coun- 
try." 


Thomson said: "I have served no-,., 


tice on federal and state relief offi- 
cials that after September 15 I will 
refuse to participate in any phase 
of relief work with county funds 
when there is a possibility that other 
finances can be legally expended. 


"In practically every instance," he 


continued, "the other funds, such as 
from state treasury or federal grants, 
are derived from a much wider tax 
base than are the funds in the coun- 
ty treasury. 


"Instances-where I find that fed- 


'eral regulations are being interpret- 
ed variously in different sections of 
the country, I will insist that the 
broadest definition be gi--~n to Los 
Angeles county because our propor- 
tion of social problem ,cases in Los 
Angeles is abnormal as a -result of 
the influx from other sections of the 
nation," he concluded. 


The Sharkey bill, passed at the last 


legislature to provide $24,000,000 for 
relief of hardship and destitution 
"due to unemployment," contains a- 
clause concerning medical treatment 
which should materially reduce the 
burden on county taxpayers, Thom- 
son pointed out.
